When Commissioners Are

American mixed claims commis- 
sion involving only part of the 
claims arising from the sinking of 
the British liner Lusitania, the 
German government must pay ap- 


for losses sustained by Americans 
damage or otherwise in that disas- 
ter. The decision was handed 
down today by Judge Edwin B. 
Parker, umpire of the commission, 
in fifty-seven cases, represen 
only the first group of Lusitania 
claims. 

Bighty-eight separate awards were 
made, the amounts in thé cases in- 
volving property damage or de- 
struction carrying 6 per cent inter- 
est a year dating from May 7, 1918. 
when the Lusitania was sunk, to 
the date of payment, and those in 


dating from November 1, 1923, 
when the commission handed down 
its opinion in the case determining 
the measure of damages. Forty 
claims were denied im today's de- 
cision. 
COMMISSIONERS SPLIT 

In handi down his decision, 
Judge Parker made a brief state- 
ment of the facts in each case and 
applied them to the rules laid 
down in the Lusitania opinion of 
Noyember 1. The cases came to 
him for decision of dis- 
agreement between tht American 
commissioner, Chandler P. Ander- 
son, and the German commissioner, 
Wimelm Kiesselbach. 

In the death cases, according to 
the opinion, the basis of damages 
wag not the value of a life lost or 
the loss sustained the estate of 
the deceased, but the losses to 
claiman resulting from the 
death, “Insofar as such losses are 
susceptible of being measured by 
pecuniary standards.” 

In determining the amount of 
compensation for such losses, the 
umpire took into consideration the 
amounts, “which the decedent, had 
he not been killed, would probably 
have contributed to the claimant; 
the pecuniary value to such claim- 
ant of the deceased's personal serv- 
ices in claimant's care, education 
or supervision and a reasonable 
figure for such mental suffering or 
shock, if any, caused by the violent 
severing of family ties, as claim- 
ant may actually have sustained by 
reason of such deaths.” 


PRINCIPLES FOLLOWED 


The principles announced in the 
opinion of November 1 will be 
followed in deciding all other 
Lusitania claims, which at the 
time of the November- decision, 
totaled 278, involving $22,600,009. 
The commission had dismissed. 
3190 claims totaling about $345,- 
000,000 for the recovery of insur- 
ance premiums paid by Americans 
for protection against war hazards 
on the ground that, under the 
treaty of Berlin, Germany could 
not be held Hable “for all losses 


a state of war.”

Hopkins Gilmer and May Davies 
Hopkins, who were allowed claims 
tataling $130,000. Mrs. Gilmer, 
at the time of the Lusitania dis- 
aster, was the wife of the president 
of the Newport News Shipbuilding 
and Dry Dock Company.

On November 10, the planning 
committee met.

That, however, does not complete 
the “story of the 84,000 sheets.“ 
The sale proceeded on the theory 
that this wae to be surplus prop- 
erty, not needed by the Veterans’

IN BOSTON MARKET | 


MILLMEN BID HIGHER PRICES 
TO COVER RECENT ORDERS 
FROM THE TRADE 


{EXCLUSIVE 
BOSTON, Feb. 21.—Better buy- 


ing by the manufacturers is re- 
reported this week in the wool 
market. Inquiries are more nu- 
merous in Summer street. The 
millmen have been waiting for or- 


ders, and as they make new sales 


they come into the market to cov- 
er, and in some cases they have 
advanced their bidding 5 cents 
a pound upon the actual receipt of 
orders for goods. On the whole 
the cheaper grades are still in 
more demand than the high- 
priced wools. 

It is evident that it still is in 
the interest of the manufacturers 


to deal with, local wool men, 
whose prices e lower than the 
foreign quotations which are still 
mounting or, at least, stiffening. 

There is an increasing demand 
for quarter-blood noils, and the 
price has gone up to 65 cents, 77 
cents for three-eights blood, 84 
cents for half blood and 90 cents 
for fine. These are sharp ad- 
vances, and the trading has been 
good the last few days. 

Montevideo 468 and 60s have 
been selling well for a few days, 
42 cents being obtained for the 
46s. Fleeces have been more 
quiet. Delaines and half-biocod 
combing wools show fair activity 
at 66 cents and 57 cents, three- 
eights blood combings have res- 
istered the same quotations, and 
the quarter-blood combings have 
been going at 53 and 64 cents, and 
fine unwashed ciothing at 60 
cents. 

A good grade of 6 to 70s of 
Austrialian merinos and wools of 
equal merit would cost the man- 
ufacturer today up to $1.61, of 
which 31 cents represents the cus. 
toms duty. This wool sold for 
$1.45 a year ago, with the duty. 

Choice fine and fine medium 
Territory staple wool is offered at 
$1.40 clean and Ohio Delaine of 
similar usefulness at $1.40 to 
$1.42 clean. Some manufactur- 
ers are urging dealers to go into 
Texas and the West and buy up 
the best wools, either on con- 
tract or at shearing time, around 
$1.25 clean for the best Texas or 
territory siaple wools.

Definite indicatins of a good 
pre-Lenten demand for canned fish 
are reported by numerous factors 
in the trade in New York and in- 
land points. ‘There is a fair call 
for canned salmon; sardines are in 
a better position. Sardines from 
Maine and California are more ae- 
tive and in both cases packers 
are in a position where they can- 
not meet requirements as to as- 
sortments of sizes or grades. 


CANNED FRUIT 


While the canned-fruit market 
is less active than the others, there 
is a greater demand in evidence for 
spot shipments from the Coast and 
locally, as well as in other distri- 
buting markets. A satisfactory 
movement has been under way for 
perhaps three weeks. Peaches 
have had the widest call and 
standard qualities the greatest vol- 
ume. There has, however, been im- 
provement in the demand for ap- 
ples, cherries, pears and small 
fruits, and in all cases prices have 
been woll maintained.

Japan has just negotiated the largest 
internatiogal loan since the close of ‘he 
World War, in terms that indicate how 
complete now is the financial world leader- 
ship held by the United States. The money 
is to be spent largely on material for re- 
pairing the damage caused by the earth- 
quakes of last September and naturally the 
greater part of the purchases will be made 
in America. Part of it, however, will go 
toward retiring old obligations incurred by 
the Japanese government. 

The most interesting feature of this loan 
is the floating of the majority of the bonds 
in this country. Hitherto England had al- 
ways enjoyed first call on amounts of im- 
ternational loans. Moreover, the yield on 
bonds placed in the United States will be 
slightly higher than those placed in other 
countries—another innovation. 

But the most striking proof of our finan- 
cial supremacy is seen in the repayment of 
the bonds to be sold on the continent of 
Europe. The terms call for this repayment 
in dollars and not in British pounds ster- 
ling, as has been customary in all such 
previous international arrangements.

But it has gone un- 
der and beyond that. It has become a mat- 
ter of fundamental patriotism and morals 
and righteousness. Partisanship and polit- 
ical parties have been forgotten. it has 
become now a crusade in which ll right- 
thinking men and women are arrayed 
against forces that are shown to have pol- 
luted the pure stream of our national life. 
Those who best know the people of this 
country realize what lies behind the calm- 
ness and lack of hysteria with which the 
search for corruption is being prosecuted. 
It is significant that no rebuke has been 
more stinging than that administered to 
the reckless distributor of fale rumor that 
threatened to cloud the issues in this ease. 
The people of this country do not want 
any hysteria; no idle rumors, no hair-trig- 
ger decisions; no snap judgment. Also 
they are insistent that no political compli- 
cations be allowed to cloud the issues. 
This is a straight case of an abuse of 
wealth, political influence and a betrayal 
of the public trust. 3

RUN MAD = 
Seventeen members of Congress, ¢lect- 
ed as Republicans, went over to the Demo- 
crats on Tuesday and defeated in the com- 
mittee of the whole the schedule of tax 
reductions known as the Mellon plan. 
About the only reason they advanced for 
their action was that the administration 

favored the Mellon plan. 
The schedules in the Garner substitute 
plan were adopted; and the real thing ac- 
complished was the rejection of a scientific 
plan for tax reduction and the substitution 

of an unscientific one. 
Under the Mellon plan Federal taxes 
would have been reduced $300,000,000. This 
has been shown to be practicable. Due to 
scientific and economic administration of 
the Federal government last year, a surplus 


Lot $300,000,000 was accumulated, The Sec- 


retary of the Treasury recommended sched- 
ule reductions which would save the tax- 
payers that $300,000,000 annual. 


Public opinion heartily approved this 


plan. But the Democrats and insurgents 


feared that its adoption would increase the 
prestige of President Coolidge and that the 
Republican sentiment would be 80 prepon- 
derant in the country that there would be 
no chance to defeat the administration in 
So they combined to beat the Mellon 
plan. Not daring to oppose tax reductions, 
they went to the other extreme. Accord - 
ing to the estimates of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, the Garner schedules. wil] re- 
duce the amount of taxes collected $600,- 
000,000 annually. That will mean an an- 
nual deficit of $300,000,000. 
There can be no honest difference of 
opinion as to which plan is the more scien- 
Under the Mellon 
plan the tax reductions would equal the 
amount the government was able to save 
last year. It is possible that, through rigid 
economy, further savings could be effected 
this year. And it was the intention of the 
Secretary of the Treasury that further 
schedule reductions should be made next 
year to equalize again income and expen- 
diture. | 1 
That is the scientific plan, regulating in- 
come by necessary expenditures, but al- 
ways avoiding a deficit. The Garner plan 
is a hastily contrived political measure, cal- 
culated to embarrass the government and 
to bring the administration into “disrepute. 
If it finally becomes a law the administra- 
tion will be made to suffer for something 
which was wholly beyond its control. 
The thinly veiled intention of the Demo- 
crats and the insurgents was to put the 
administration in a hole. President Cool- 
idge has forcibly advocated tax reductions. 
If he should veto the Garner plan the 
Democrats and insurgents will accyse him 
of violating his promises and of overtaxing 
the people. It he signs it and a deficit fol- 
lows they will hold the administration re- 
sponsible for the deficit. 
Seldom has the spirit of partisanship 
been carried further, to the detriment of 
the public welfare. The Democrats and 
insurgents are not considering the public 
interest, but their own private interest. 
Their eyes are not fixed on the public good, 
but on the November elections. It is very 
possible that the electorate of the country 
will appreciate just what the opposition’ is 
doing and that their attempt to precipitate 
a government crisis through a deficit will 
prove a boomerang.

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READ GEORGE 
Marquis de Lafayette, in describing 
George Washington to some friends, de- 
clared that de had the largest hands he 
had ever seen on a human being 
Any Briton of that day would agree that 
George was @ heavf-handed person. On 
any show of bands it was easy to fcentify 
the father of his country. If there were 
any spahking to be done it was perfectly 

wise to let George do it. 
Washington was an upstanding person, 
anyhow. In hig later days, when he had 
acquired a stoop in his shoulders, he still 
stood at better than sfx feet. In his prime 
he would probably scale six feet three in 
his socks ahd he weighed a full 220 pounds. 
So it may be Kn at once that the leader 
of the continental armies was a right im- 
pressive figure. When he was angered or 
aroused he is described as looking like the 
wrath of God. Few people had the hardi- 
hood to pat him on the back or tickle his 
ribs, although he might endure the deinon- 
stration with complaisant toleranee. He 


carried a dignity that rather resented the

This attitude is puzzling to those who 
measure it against the performances of 
revolutionary heroes in other lands at other 
times. Washington could have made him-

When the gov- 
ernment was able to walk alone he gave 
back the reins of power and steadfastly in- 
sisted that authority should lodge in other 
hands than his own large and capable ones. 
He was determined to give the other fellow 
a chance., He had helped to establish a 
government of the people and he was reso- 
lute in preserving it for the people. 

Our George is frequently quoted by the 
isolationists as rigorously setting his face 
against “entangling alliances.” But Wash- 
ington was ready to qualify this with 
changing conditions. They were only to be 


avoided for political dangers. Later para- 


graphs in his farewell address declare thut 
“Harmony, liberal intercourse with all na- 
tions are recommended by policy, humanity 
and interest.“ 

One can take the writings of Washington 
and prove—to his own satisfaction at least 
—that if George were alive today he would 
have been one of the sponsors of the 
League of Nations.

Or did the old-fashioned 
mothers in their subjugation and 
inexperience just do their best and 
trust to luck—and was that best 
for the world? 
| Do we modern mothers, with 
that “little knowledge that is such 
a dangerous thing,” err on the 
side of too much introspection, 
too much psychoanalysis, too 
much fussy efficiency, too much 
self-righteous interference? 

We modern mothers are, of 
course, accused of neglect, too 
many outside interests, too con- 
cessional in the matter of ‘“‘free- 
dom,“ but I don't know that kind 
of a mother. Most of the moth- 
ers I know are desperately anx- 
ious to apply their own new-found 
emancipation and knowledge to 
the proper rearing of their boys. 

Ah, there is the rub! Proper

Salvation Army Commis- 
sor Gives Opinion 
Western District Executive

the Salvation Army since the adop- 
tion of ‘the, Eighteenth Amond- 
ment, according to Commissioner 
A. Gifford of San Francisco, head

“Los Angeles has been divided, 
or is rapidly being divided. into 
twelve districts, citizens of which, 
upon initiative petition, will be 
given the right to vote on the 
issuance of bonds to provide money 
for parks and playgrounds. Under 
this system the district that votes 
bonds will be the district to be 
directly benefitted by the money 
raised for the purchase of park 
property. The Rose Hill district 
anticipated our plan in this regard 
and, on the 28th inst., will vote 
on the proposition of buying old 
Schutzen, now Rose Hill Park. 

“We have already prepared and 
delivered blank petition forms to 
the people of the Bimini district 
who favor buying the low lands 
in that section for park purposes,” 
said Mr. Whitnall. “We are now 
preparing the same petitions for 
residents of the Central and Hol- 
lenbeck Heights districts.” . 

“One of the good features of 
this district plan is that neither 
planning nor park commissions nor 
the City Council will stipulate the 
property to be purchased by the 

people of * given district, * said 
the speaker. That means that the 
people can vote their bonds and 
buy their park property at leisure, 
securing the land of their own 
choosing and at the best bargain 
available.”
